Mr. Winston Churchill, the 


incorrigible, is continuing his 
“crusade” against self-gov-

London, Feb. 23. 
Mr. Churchill to-night sought a 
vote of confidence from his con- 
stituents for his attitude towards 
the future of India in the Empire, 
an attitude which involved hia 
resignation from the Conserva- 
tive “Shadow Cabinet." 
It will be-recailed that following 
Mr. Baldwin's denouncement of 
Mr. Churchill’s attitude’ in the 
‘House of Commons,’ the ex- 
' Chancellor definitely broke off re- 
dations with hia former chief.

THE CROWN’S CASE. 


; A great deal of public interest 
is being manifested in the trial 
of Mrs, Josuima Maria Xavier 
at the Criminal Sessions, on 
three counts relating to the 
shooting incident at Wanchai on 
December 27, 1980, when Mr. 
Alfred Joseph Manton was 
wounded in three places from 
bullets alleged to.have bzen, fired 
at him = by accused. The case 
was commenced’ ‘this morning 
before Mr. Justice Wood and a 
jury, in the presence of a’ num- 
ber of spectators. 

There nre three counts againat 
accused, The first is that she 
wounded Mr. Manton with Intent 
to murder him. The secom is 
that sh¢é unlawfully and malicious- 
ly shot at and wounded him, with 
intent to maim, disfigure, or di3- 
able him,.or to do some other 
grievous bodily harm. Thirdly, 
ahe is charged with unlawfully 
and = maliciously wounding Mr. 
Manton, 


“Not Guilty” Plea. 


Accused pleaded not guilty ‘to 
nll three counts. 

Mr. Somerset Fitzroy is. pra- 
secuting for the Crown, and Mr. 
Leo D’Almada, junior, instructed 
by Mr. P. M. Hodgaon, of Mesars. 
T’so sind Hodgson, is defending. 

Detailing the history of the 
case, Mr. Fitzroy said that for 
about six years previous to the 
incident, Manton and accused fad 
been living together as man and 
wife, but they had come to the 
parting of the ways. There had 
been a certain unmount of troubdl 
and they were separating from 
one another permanently. 


Revolver Taken. 


On. the. morning of. December 27, 
al about half past ten, accused 
went on a visit to her sister Nving 
in Kowloon. Her -sister's hus- 
band had a licence to keep a 
revolver, which’ was londed nnd 
kept locked up in a drawer. During 
the visit accused was left alone in 
the house for a short while, and 
when the sister returned she 
found thnt accused had left.

Tho twelyo ‘alleged pirates wora 
all found guilty by tho unanimous 
vordict of the jury, aftor a retires 
ment of 19 minutes, at the Cri- 
minal Seasions yestorday, boforn 


|| Mr. Justice Wood, who expressed 


his agreoment with tha verdict. 
His Lordship committed accused 
to prison and postponed sentonce. 
pending the ‘decision of tha Full 
Court os to tho loyal point re- 
sorved, i.c. whether an accised 
person may be convicted of piracy 
in cireumstances where no rob- 
bery has oceurred, 


No ovidence was ‘called for the 
defence, and in summing up, his 
Lordship remarked it waa the 
first case of ita kind. that had 
come before a British Court ac- 
cording to the authorities. as in 
all other cases there had been 
robbery, wherens in the present 
case, nothing had been stolen.

Questions for Jurors, 


For thé guidance of the jurors, 
his Lordship provided them with 
copies of the following seven 
queations, explaining that. he did 
not wish them to answer the ques- 
tions in Court, but to consider 
them in arriving at their verdict. 


The questions were as follow: 

. Were any of the accused 
voluntarily engaged. in a 
common cnterpriac on the 
occasion in question? 


. If ao, which were they?

. Was a shot fired by any ot 
the accused?

There was a footnote 
to the questions as 
follows. = Any ' necusadd 
persons indicated ~in an- 
swer to question No. 2 
shauld be convicted if the 
anawers .to questions 1, 3, 
4, G, 6, and 7, are “yes.” 
If the answer to any of 
these questions js “no,” all 
the nccused persons should 
be acquitted. 


Evidence as to Arms, 


His Lordship reminded the jury 
that although nothing of an in- 
criminuting nature was found on 
tho pirate junks, they had to con- 
sider the evidence of com- 
plainnants, who had stated that 
they heard shots fired and bullets 


| whistle overhend, while the officers 


of the s.s, Hangsang had aaid they 
saw articles thrown from the junk. 
In that connexion the accused had 
not been called to give evidence. 


, After the jury's verdict had 
been delivered, his Lordship told 
accused that the Full Court would 
decide whether to confirm the 
finding of the jury or whether to 
set it aside.

A link with the enrly. history of 
Kowloon is bolng sovered with the 
demolition of Rose Terrace, tho 
anclont yellow two-sforicd « block 
that has woathored typhoons and 
monsoonn, at the southern end of 
Nathan Rond, for more than 40 
years, The old building knows 
more of Kowloon than the present 
generation, for it wan the - first 
brick structure that was erected 
on the Kowloon sido of. tho hnr- 
bour. B 


Intoresting talea and = re- 
miniscences aurround the build- 
ing of Rose Terrace, To-day it Is 
a couple of hundred yards from 
the sea-wall, but in the late 
cightics, when it was built, the 
harbour tapped up against its 
Extensive reclamn- 
tion has altered the sea shore in 
that vicinity and provided the soil 
on which the palatial Peninsula 
Hotel, ¥. M:. C. A. Alfred Holt’s 
Godowns, the Post Oflice and other 
buildings now stand. 


To Mr. Mathias Azevedo. one of 
the cartiest Portuguese settlers, 
goes the credit of having been 
responsible for the construction 
of Rose Terrace, Mr. Azevedo did 
for Kowloon what Mr. Delfino 
Noronha did for Yaumati .several 
years Inter. In those days, the re- 
clamation of Tsaimshatsul Bay had 
net been considered, and the whole 
of British Kowloon ‘Peninsula was 
practically given over to Chinose 
farmers and was all paddyfields. 
Tslmsahataui Bay was a trescent- 
shaped inlet between the bambao 
police pier, where the Star, Ferry 
wharf now 18, and Blackhead’s 
Point, at tho site of the present 
Holt’s wharfs.

Mr. Azevedo continued to live in 
Rose Terrace for many years, let-

floor ovur to shops; that altera- 
tion was made several ycars lator. 
When he died Mr, Azevedo be- 
quenthed the property to his 
family, and eventually it was 
secured by Chinese interests. 


Modern, Flats Planned. 


Now Rose Terrace is to be re- 
placed by modern up-to-date 
block of fints that will be in keop- 
ing with the other buildings in the 
locality. Of four stories, 
ground level of the new structure 
will be comprised of three shops, 
and there will be four apartments 
on each of the other three floors. 
The flats will be modelled on the 
usual style of European house— 
two big rooms joined by a wide 
door, a smaller room, pantry, 
kitchen, servant's quarters, and 
hathroom, It will be finished with 
grey Shanghai plaster, and 
verandahs on the three floors wilt 
free Nathan Road. 


Plana have not yet been passed 
by the Government, and although 
the demolition of old Rose Terrace 
will be completed within a week, 
construction of the new building 
will not be rtarted for some weeks. 
The block in expected to be-com- 
pleted by the end of the year.

He named 
it after his wife's Christian. name 
Rosa, and his family took up their 
residence there, while he 
cultivated a small flower and vege.

‘Tsimshatsul Reclamation. 


About this time,’ ‘application wag 
made for the sale by public nuc- 
tion of Tsimshatsoi Bay, which 
was then a shallow crescent of 
practically no commercial value. 
There wns keen competition for 
tho site, which was secured by a 
private syndicate, and the bay 
was reclaimed, and Mr. Azevedo’s 
original “farm lot? became an 
“inland lot." If is more -than 
possible that Mr. Azevedo could 
sco this In the future. From this 
reclamation dates - the beginning 
of Kowloon’s intensive develop- 
ment into Hongkong’s chief subur- 
ban district andthe centre of ita 
shipping, activity.

CONFUSION WORSE 
CONFOUNDED. 


Instead of becoming. clarified, 
the political situation at Home is 
fnat developing into confusion. An 
exuminuation of the facts makes it 
abunilantly clear that all three Par- 
ties are split from within into op- 
posing factions. Until the Enst II- 
ington bye-election, we had thought 
that the controversy between Mr.

It is 
now evident Chat this is not so, 
In these circumstances, there 
would appear to be every probabi- 
lity of the Conservative vote being 
hopelessly split in the event of a 
General Election occurring in the 
nenr future. As to the Liberals, 
apart from their failure to making 
anything of a showing in recent 
bye-elections, we have the ° out- 
atanding fact that ithe Party is 
divided against itself. There are 
some of its members, who lose no 
opportunity to vote against 
Labour, notably Sir John Simon: 
others, headed by Mr. Runciman, 
who are definitely pro-Labour;

The fact has be faced, however, 
that Sir Oswald Mosley. represents 
avery considerable bulk of Labotr 
opinion which inclines to the view 
that the Government has signally 
failed to grapple with the biggest 
domestic issue with which tho 
country has ever been faced. His 
personality, also, haa won for him 
n Inrge measure of support from 
Labourites who think that the 
official Labour Party ia becominy: 
indistinguishable from Liberalism. 
These restless spirits want more 
of “Soctalism in our time.” It 
remaing to be seen to what extent 
this feeling permeates the Labour 
Party. In the meantime, we can 
only wait and watch. But if the 
MacDonald Administration wants 
to retain ity position, it seems 
evident that some concession will 
have ta be made to those of - {ts 
erstwhile followers who are begine 
ning to believe that Labour has 
not lived up to its promises. 


League Gold Report. 


Exceedingly important recom- 
mendations for improving the 
world distribution of existing gold 
supplies ure contained in, the 
report just submitted. to the 
League of Nations by the special 
branch of the finance committse 
which has been making a study 
of the problem. Relnxation is 
urged in the drastic rules which 
now prevent monetary authorities 
from changing their credit policy 
to remedy peculinr circumstances, 
especially in the direction of re- 
ducing the .cxisting minima of 
wold legally required in the 
reserves of central banks. The 
necessity of closer collaboration 
between central banks is stressed, 
thowsh curiously enough, ho men- 
tion is made of the Bank of Inter- 
national. Settlements, at Basel 
which is alrendy stimulating such 
co-operation. - The committee 
expresses confidence that the 
application of -the methods they 
suggest for improving distribution 
would improve the | presznt 
economic situation, though it must 
be obvious that public  con- 
fidence is ‘by. far the most 
important element * in‘ influencing 
the steady flow of capital and cre- 
dit to needy countries. The weak-

NCE more at Genova the pos- 
albility of some form ‘of 
European federation has been 
discussed; and this time it’ ap- 
pears thes in some respects & 
moro wpractical shape has been 
given to debates which hitherto 
have been somewhat nebulous. 
It Is opportune, therefore, to act 
out impartintly. the arguments on 
both sides: of the proposal spon- 
aored by Aristide Briand. 


Against. 


1, While it would have been 
progressive a few years ako to 
think in terms of continents, it is 
now retrogrossive; for both in 
theory and in practice the world 
is being. organized on ao larger 
basis. There ore European coun- 
trices that have their chief in- 
terest outside Europe, and Indeed

AN ANSWER TO SOME 
MISGIVINGS. 


Tho forthcoming: production by 
the A.D.C.” of Mr..Donn Levy's 
much discuased play “Art. and 
Mrs. Bottle” has given rise to 
some misgivings as to whether it 
will accord with the taste - and 
preferenco of ‘a Hongkong 
nudience—that for some little- 
understood reason is supposed to 
be slightly different from other 
nudiences. 


Fortunately, this play is slight- 
ly different from other plays and 
vie frnilty of these misgivings 
will be apparent to anyone who 
can appregiate the irony that may 
be missed by. these. whose doubts 
are less concerned with the natura 
of things, than with the out- 
rageous conduct of the Bottles, 


There are those certainly who 
will say that, judged by ¢onven- 
tional standards, it is not a good 
play. Well, it isn’t! 
say that there is nothing of the 
aubstance of Art In the atuff of 
Mrs. Bottle. Neither is there! 
They will say that it fs an immoral 
play. So it is—very immoral! 


Frankly, “Art and Mrs. Bottle” 
might have been written, and pro- 
bably was, for no‘ other purpost 
than the praiseworthy one of 
rshocking the Middle Classes. 
Admitting all that, it is well that 
the A.D.C. should occasionally 
Tresent to its supporters some- 
thing other than the silent call of 
honesty, hope and virtue. 


We have in “Art and Mrs. 
Bottle’ the unrestrained and un- 
intellectual Bolshevism = charac- 
terized by Remy de Gourmont as 
individualism in Literature, 
Mberty in Art, and abandonment 
of existing forms. “We are 
young’, he says. “We are ex- 
perimentalists, but wé ask to be 
judged by our own standards, not 
by those that have governed other 
men at other times.” 


That is the sentiment of Mrs. 
Bottle and the younger Bottles 
and their associntes! They volec 
il entirely in keeping with their 
peculiar tendencies. If those 
tendencies call for criticism at is 
not because they are important 
but because they are not. This 
play, with ‘all its blushing associa- 
tions on it, is merely a conflict of 
idens between a thoroughly wortliy- 
Master Plumber on the one hand 
and his thoroughly unworthy wife 
and rebellious offapring on the 
other. : 


A leasy able playwright than Mr. 
Donn Levy could have made no 
more of so commonplace a theme 
than o grabbag out of which sten- 
cilled intellects might have 
snatched tinselled phrases and 
dialectic similitudes. That the 
author has, out, of such umpromis- 
ing material, evolved an admitted- 
ty brilliant satire.on the habits of 
thought of the ultrn-modern — set 
does eredit to his skill, though it 
may do less than justice to Art. 


To the dramatic mind Art is a 
very convenient tag to ticket what, 
may mildly be termed impropriety. 
This, of course, is not strictly in 
accordance with Bolshevism, but

went to hospital: in Sydney with 
akin Infection, The doctors were 
mogt reticent with regard to hor 
condition, as Damo Melba insisted 
on reading the nowspapers = con- 
taining bulletins as to her condi- 
tion Reuter, 


[Dame Melba, the famous prima 
donna, whose real name is Helen 
Porter Mitchell, was ‘born in 
Melbourne from which she took 
her stage title, The daughter of 
a‘Scottish scttler, she was from 
babyhood a keen musician. and at 
the age of three sho began to re- 
colve piano lessons from her 
mothor who was of Spanish origin. 
Her first public appenrance as 6 
singér wan at the enrly age of six 
when she gave two Jittlo ballads 

‘at a church concert to her own 


accompaniment. Whon she wad 
ten sho studicd music with two 
Melbourne tonchers for four yonra 
and then received plano lessons 
from Mme. 
mann and organ tuition from Mr.

1, 1932, under the 1930 Tariff Act. 

It also applica an embargo 
ngdinst goods handled, tranaport- 
ed, Jonded or unloaded, wholly or 
partly, by convict or forced 
labour, as well as against goods 
manufactured by. such workers.
